Ford Addresses 
DAR Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President Ford today said 
that the United States will 
emerge from its ordeal of 
“heroic sacrifices and great 
d i s a p p o i n t m e n t s ” 
in 
Indochina a stronger and 
wiser nation. 


In an address prepared for 
delivery before the 84th 
Continental Congress of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution at Constitution 
Hall, Ford also said there is 
a lot of “ negative talk” going 
around that “ America’s best 


years are behind us.” 
“It can be answered in one 
word, ‘nonsense,’” he said. 
He noted that in the days of 
the American Revolution the 
people 
were 
divided, 
in­ 
flation was nearly fatal and 
there were military defeats, 
but that out of this suffering 
and uncertainty emerged a 
powerful nation. 
“Other countries have had 
brilliant leaders,” Ford said, 
“but no other country can 
point 
to 
two 
centuries 
dedicated to expanding and 
perfecting 
a 
continuing 
revolution in a free society. 
That is what makes America 
unique and that is why — 
although our experience in 
Indochina has been one of 
heroic sacrifices and great 
disappointments—I am con­ 
vinced that we can and will 
emerge from 
this ordeal 
stronger and wiser as a 
nation just as we have from 
others even greater in the 
past.”

“ Great reforms only take 
place after great crises,” 
Fire Chief Jonas Ribeiro Jr. 
told U P I in a recent in­ 
terview. 
The great crisis Ribeiro 
referred 
to 
was 
the 
devastating 
fire 
at 
the 
Joelm a building Feb. I, 1974. 
which claimed the lives of 
180 persons. It was the worst 
fire in the 421-year history of 
Sao Paulo. 
Ribeiro said then that his 
department was 40 years 
behind the times and lacked 
modern equipment 
and-or 
s u f f ic ie n t 
e m e rg e n c y 
vehicles. It had only 1,400 
firemen in 
a 
city 
which 
needs at least 8,000. 
He also said the tragedy 
could have been prevented if 
the fire department had had 
the authority to inspect 
buildings. 
“ Today 
things 
are 
definitely changing for the 
better,” Ribeiro said. 
Four 
new 
fire 
stations 
have been built during the 
past year “ and by the end of 
1975 we will have at least IO 


others,” the fire chief said. 
He hopes to have a total of 60 
in three years. 
At the time of the Joelm a 
fire, Sao Paulo, with close to 
nine million inhabitants, had 
only 14 fire stations. 
R ib eiro said the

important objective of the 
modernization is the ability 
to reach the scene of a fire 
within five minutes “ and not 
in half an hour as was the 
case with the Joelma fire.”

Profound, Metaphoric 
Primal Rites of American Spring

NEW YORK - (NEA) - You 
take a little horsehide, and a 
swatch of ash timber, add some 
double knit and a dash of sweat. 
Then proceed with soupcons of 
chalk and dust and grass and 
spit. Stir nicely until it boils 
with partisan spirit, and serve. 
That’s baseball, a spring and 
sum m er recipe for America. It 
rem ains the same each vernal 
e q u in o x 
It h a s a lw a y s 
appeared so easy, so simple, so 
good, like Mom’s Apple Pie. 
(Apple Strudel in my case ) 
But an unpublished paper by 
an English professor at the 
University of Rochester — a 
baseball nut in sheepskin, so to 
speak — tells us that baseball is 
an im m ensely intricate, in­ 
tegral, symbolic, profound and 
metaphoric aspect of our lives. 
Simple in its beauty, maybe, 
but that’s it. 
Professor George Grella tells 
us that baseball “ should be 
compared not only with other 
sports but with our other in­ 
digenous arts — our painting, 
our music, our dance, our 
literature. . . . 
Someone who 
doesn’t understand the game 
cannot hope to understand the 
country.” 
This particular OI’ Perfessor 
(no relation to Casey Stengel, 
we presume) informs us that 
baseball is a throwback to the 
ancient Egyptian fertility rites, 
when those old Semites kicked 
a ball around in springtime. 
“ W hatever it represented,” 
said Prof. Grella, “ the ball 
clearly was related to some 
symbol of a life-giving power, 
and the game was a ceremonial 
celebration of spring, life and 
fertility.” 
A number of ball players, in 
their own innocent way, have 
experimented happily with that 
latter item. 
“ In 
a d d itio n 
to 
its 


relationships with the historic 
rites of antiquity,” says Grella, 
“ baseball’s development con­ 
tinually dem onstrates other 
connections with the magic 
realms of myth. . . . 
“Quite properly for a sport 
that partakes of the divine and 
the transcendent, its origins are 
shrouded in mystery, obscured 
by the dark, backward abysm of 
time, hidden in claim s and 
c o u n te rc la im s , 
th e o rie s , 
dreams and fantasies. One of 
the most persistent of its many 
falsehoods is the Abner Double­ 
day legend.” 
B aseball is the link, of 
course, to the past, says Prof. 


Grella. We are today reminded 
of o u r w ild and w oodsy 
ancestors by the quaint archaic 
field and the archaists afield. 
“ T h ere is an a p p e a lin g 
naivete about the odd uniform, 
with its high stockings and 
knickers,” he writes, “ and the 
collarless shirts, the boys’ caps, 
all of it not very far removed 
from the uniform s of the 
Currier and Ives illustrations, a 
vestigial survivaKof our rapidly 
disappearing past).” And the 
special field “ . . . recalls a lost 
America of endless pastures 
and widening vistas.” 
I like one of his philosophical 
viewpoints particularly: “The 


w inning team in baseball, 
because of the shape of its field, 
c a n n o t 
a c q u ire 
te rrito ry , 
operating instead in a realm 
b e y o n d 
m e re 
s p a t i a l 
m easu rem en t. . . . B aseball 
submits to the fewest lines of 
any sport, and is the game of 
the libertarian, of the free and 
the brave.” 
In this way, it reflects the 
spaciousness of life in this coun­ 
try before it became so citified 
at the turn of the 20th century. 
Because of the clocklessness 
of baseball, a game could be 
played into infinity (just as, 
spatially, if there were no 
bleachers in the outfield the 
field would extend infinitely). 
Again, there is this feeling of 
freedom , of expansion, that 
m arks the “ Frontier Spirit” of 
our past. 
Its clocklessness makes the 
game humane in that we have 
more tim e to reflect here, to 
take a luxurious seventh-inning 
stretch, for example, than in 
our other sports. 
“Those observers who con­ 
stantly com plain about the 
static nature of the game are 
either sado-masochistic types 
who feed on a steady diet of 
violence and action or simply 
enjoy 
m indless repetition,” 
said Professor Grella. 
“Like any rite, baseball is 
necessarily repetitive; yet con­ 
stantly changing. . . . Like any 
work of art, the gam e is both 
static and dynamic, temporal 
and timeless, a thing constantly 
moving and in repose. . . . 
“ T he 
p itc h e r co ils and 
throws, the batter swings, the 
runners start, the fielders trace 
th eir in tric a te p a tte rn s — 
grown men move gracefully 
about a huge green vista, poised 
against an infinity of space in a 
timeless moment of eternal 
youth. . . .” 
Took the words right out of 
my mouth, doc.
